REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 


His Excellency John М. Stone, Governor of Mississippi: 


Since the last report from this office, October 1, 1891, the 
public-health conditions throughout the State have been sat- 
isfactory. 

No infectious or contagious diseases have obtained preva- 
lence in any locality, and our Coast Quarantine Inspectors 
have entirely excluded exotic pests from our shores. 

News of the introduction of cholera into New York City 
in September, 1892, aroused stróng public apprehension, and 
a clamor-for State quarantine came up from various quar- 
ders and sources. But the President and Secretary, deem- 
ing the danger insufficient to warrant so serious and costly 
a step, called a meeting of the State Board of Health, which 
adopted conservative measures fully meeting the apparent 
menace and quieting the general alarm. 

By operation of the “Code of 1892,” the existence of the 
` present State Board of Health expires to-day, and is suc- 
ceeded by a new organization.

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REPORT OF PRESIDENT. 


To His Excellency, John M. Stone, Governor of Mississippi : 


The State Board of Health was re-organized according to 
law, early in the month of November, 1892, since which time 
there has been no epidemic of contagious or infectious dis- 
ease within the borders of the State requiring interference 
at their hands. In fact for the past twelve months, from all 
parts of the State, we have tidings of an almost unparalleled 
condition of healthfulness and absence of disease of a severe 
or fatal nature. The presence of yellow fever in Brunswick, 
Georgia, closely connected as it is with all the railroad lines 
entering the State along our eastern and southern border, 
has, in the judgment of the Board of Health, necessitated the 
establishment of quarantine inspection stations at several 
points, to avoid the introduction of the dread .disease within 
the State. . ` . `. 

Our quarantine inspection station at Shtp Island has been 
continued during the past two years, and the Jackson county - 
quarantine at Round Island has received financial assistance 
during the same period, ав, is required by law. These sta- 
tions covering as they do the only harbors on the Mississippi 
coast which are liable to infection of yellow fever from ves- . 
sels clearing from tropical ports, are of the utmost import- 
ance to our people during the summer months, and it is 
gratifying to know that since they have been under the 
Supervision and control of the Mississippi State Board of 
‘Health no case of yellow fever has entered the State through 
their portals. i 

Under the law of 1892, the work of the State Board of 
Health is more cumbersome and expensive than in previous 
years. Hitherto the Board was permitted to appoint an ex- 
ecutive committee, having all the powers granted by law to. 
the full Board, such powers only to be exercised during the 
intervals between the sessions of the Board. Under the law 
of 1892 no such privilege is granted, and in cases of emerg- 
епсу it becomes necessary to summon the whole Board to 
meet before any legal action бап be taken. This is а hard- 
ship for the Board, as their pay is meager, and expensive to 
the State. 
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The provision of law requiring examinations of applicants 
for license to practice medicine in the State, to be made by 
the full Board, has proven to be eminéntly satisfactory, 
since it has served to elevate.the standard of examinations 
and will tend to elevate the standing of the medical pro- 
fession in the State and thereby furnish а better class of 
physicians to the ребре than they have had in the past. 

In regard to details of the workings of the Board for the 
past two years, its expenses, &с., I refer to the report of the 
secretary and executive officer, Dr. Wirt Johnston.

REPORTS OF OUARANTINE OFFICERS. 


Ы Moss Ротнт, Miss., Nov. 20th, 1898. 
To the Mississippi State Board of Health : | 


Quarantine was enforced at this station оп May 1st, and 
was closed on October 17th. During this time the names of 
98 vessels had been recorded on Quarantine Register; of 
this number 5 served detention and disinfection at thia 
station; 14 have been inspected and íree pratique given 
them, being from healthy ports and the sanitary condition 
of vessels and crew also good; 18 were from from infected 
or suspected ports via Gulf Quarantine, where they had 
served quarantine ;. and 1. was from infected port via Key 
West Quarantine Station where she had served quarantine.. 

This station was prematurely closed due to the change of 
the Government Station from Chandeleur to Ship Island. 

It was found necessary to refit this station with boats and 
other articles, and I now.regret to report а complete loss of- 
all the boats and the greater part of quarantine property 
during the storm of October 2d. AE

at Meridian on September 19th. In accordance with in- 
structions I proceeded at once to Columbus to establish 
quarantine station on the Georgia Pacific В.

M. & O., and E. T. V. & G. roads without the expense of au 
additional assistant, on account of the schedules being un- 
favorable, so on these lines trains are stopped and inspected 
at quarantine stations. АП inspectors have made arrange- 
ments so that in case of their coming in contact with “sus- 
pects,” they may be detained and looked after if necessary, 
but во far none have been encountered.

DEAR SIR: In accordance with the instructions of the 


© State Board of Health, I left Meridian on the 6th inst. 40577: 
inspect the Jackson county quarantine station at Round.  - 
Island, and the State quarantine station at Ship Island, both ` 


off the mainland of the State of Mississippi. ‘Owing to the 
disasters along the Louisiana and Mississippi coasts of the 
Ist inst., and inability to learn any tidings from that region, 
owing to the wholesale destruction of telegraph lines and 
railroads along the entire extent of our gulf coast, grave ap- 
prebension was felt, not only as to the safety ot the stations, 
but also as to the lives of their occupants. These apprehen- 
sions were, however, happily unfounded, except as to the 
loss of some boats and rigging. Round Island was found to 
be in a still habitable condition, and the only loss was the 
total destruction of a valuable yawl and the sinking of the 
large sail-boat, which will probably be raised with but 
slight injury. 

Round Island Station guards from infection the harbor of 
Pascagoula, which in point of the number of vessels annually 
arriving from foreign ports, is the most important harbor 
on the- Mississippi coast. It seems that an inspection sta- 
tion at this point is absolutely necessary as a safeguard from 
the entrance ot yellow fever from tropical parts, and it is a 
wise provision of legislation which allows the State Board

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of Health to give кпш aid to J ackson county is its 
maintenance. 


The station at Ship Island under the immediate control of 
the State Board of Health, has been maintained since the 
passage of the law in 1888 requiring them to establish a sta- 
tion for the observance of vessels entering Ship Island Har- 
bor, after the United government had abandoned the Island 
as & disinfeeting station, and established a plant for that 

purpose at Chandeleur Island. 


On endeavoring to establish а station on Ship Тала, it 
was learned that the Island had been ceded-to the United 
State Government, in 1868, for use of the War Department, 
and had by that Department beén transferred to the ‘Treas- 
ury Department for quarantine purposes. Through the 
courtesy of the Treasury Department and that of the 
Marine Hospital Department, the Mississippi State Board of 
Health have annually beén granted permission to ocoupy 
the officers’ quarters on Ship Island as an Inspection Station 
at that point for such a length of time as they might not be 
needed by the Marine Hospital Service. 

Owing to the destruction of Chandeleur Island 'and the 
whole of the disinfecting plant located there Бу the storm 
of the 1st inst., the Marine Hospital Service has revoked the 
permission to oceupy ihe Island by the State authorities, 
thereby leaving them without a local habitation from which . 
proper inspection and'supervision can be made; and since all 
of the boats of the station were destroyed by the stórm, and 
the ordinary quarantine period is within two weeks of its 
close, I would recommend that the Station be closed for the 
season. It is pretty generally understood that the Marine 
Hospital Service intends to make permanent use of Ship 
Island as a disinfecting station and harbor of refuge for sus- 
pected vessels, and establish in furtherance thereof an, ex- 
tensive plant for’ purposes of disinfection. ‘This, in my 
opinion, should not be allowed without protest from the State ` 
authorities, since the necessary proximity of infected vessels 
to the open harbor of Ship Island and to the towns along 
the coast will act as a constant menace to their freedom from 
the introduction of yellow fever. In tact, the epidemic of 
yellow fever at Biloxi in 1887, which was evidently import- 
ed from infected vessels 1 in Ship Island quarantine, was the 
potent factor in causing the removal of the plant of the 
Marine Hospital Service to the more exposed locality of 
Chandeleur Island. This fact, which was recognized at that 
time by the Marine Hospital Service, occupies the same po- 
sition and is as potent a factor to-day as it was at that period 
of time. The scientific methods of dealing with кк 
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fever by State authorities have for the past шан: years 


been efficient in preventing the introduction of epidemie | 
diseases into our Southern States, and.the .money. expended 
for this purpose could not better be expended.

RULES AND- REGULATIONS 


FOR THE ` 


Guidance of County Health Officers - 


IN THE 


STATE OF MISSISSIPPI. 


Rutz 1. It shall be the duty-of County Health Officers to 
visit the poor-house of their respective eounties at intervals 
of not less than four months, and observe the sanitary con- 
dition of the same, the character, quantity and palatableness 
of the food furnished, them, and to report the same to the 
Board of Supervisors, with such recommendations as they 
may deem best for the improvement of the sanitary surroünd- 
ings, comfort and health of thé inmates. 


Кож 2. It shall also be their duty to visit the county 
jail and convict camps in the county, at least once every ` 
three months, and examine intothe sanitary condition of the 
same ; the character, quantity and palatableness of the food 
furnished the prisoners; and to report the same to the Board 
of Supervisors, with such recommeńdations as they may 
deem best for the improvement of the sanitary surround- 
ings dnd health of the prisoners. `, 


Rur 3. It shall also be their duty from time to time 
at intervals of not more than two months, to visit and in- 
spect the publie school houses in all centres of population, 
and observe their sanitary condition, condition of water- 
closets, ventilation and light; also facilities for escape of 
inmates in case of fire, and report the result of the observa- 
tions to the city authorities in incorporated towns and to the 
Board of Supervisors when school houses aré located out- 
side of corporate limits. . He shall also at the request of any 
patron of any publie school, visit and inspect any public 
school-house in the county and report the result of his ob- 
servations, with any recommendations for the health and 
comfort of the pupils to the Board of Supervisors. The 
County Health: Officer Shall also at hot longer pues 
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than thirty days inspect the hotels and taverns in his county, 
and report as to their cleanliness and sanitary condition to 
thé proper authorities, and shall every three months inspect 
each place of public amusement in the county and note its 
sanitary condition and facilities for escape of inmates in time 
of раше or fire and'report their condition to the proper 
authorities. 4: 


Болж 4. It shall also be the duty of the County Health 
Officer to visit all slaughter houses in the county at inter- 
vals of not less than one month, between the Ist day of 
April and the 30th day of September, and at intervals of not 
less than two months between the first day of September and 
the 31st day of March, note their sanitary condition, and 
report the resultof their observations to the Board of Super- 
visors at their next regular meeting. Also to notify the 
proprietors of the premises of any unsanitary or offensive 
conditions they may observe; and if such nuisances are not 
abated in ten days after notification, to'notify the Secretary 
of the State Board of Health of the same. | 


Rurz 5. It shall also be the duty of.the County Health 
Officer, at frequent intervals in localities where the offal and 
refuse of cities is dumped outside of the -city limits, to visit 
said dumping grounds and see that it is so disinfected and 
disposed of that а public nuisance is not created; and if 
such nuisance be created, he shall at once notify the cor- 
porate authorities creating the nuisance to abate the same, 
and if his suggestions be not complied with in ten days he 
shall at once notify the Secretary of the State Board of 
Health of the facts of the case. Fa 


Rore 6. It shall be his duty to report all nuisances com- 
ing under his observation to the Board of Supervisors at 
their next meeting ; and all nuisances not abated after ten 
days notice, to the Secretary of the State Board of Health. 


Rune 7. When notified of the presence.of a suspected 
ease of small-pox, yellow fever, cholera or any infectious or 
contagious disease, it shall be the duty of the County Health 
Officer to visit and inspect the case or cases, without delay, 
and if а case is found suffering with an infectious or conta- 
gious disease dangerous to the health of the community, he 
shall at once take the steps necessary to isolate and disinfect 
the locality ; to report the case to the President of the Board 
of Supervisors, and to make daily:reports of the conditio 

_of affairs by mail to the Secretary of the State Board o 
Health. The telegraph only to be used in case of emergency 
when prompt action by the State Board of Health is neces- 
sary. ; 
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Вогв 8. It shall be the duty of the County Health Officer 
to make a written report to the Secretary of the State Board 
- of Health between. the Ist and 8186 day of August annually: 

— such report to contain a transcript of each report made to 
the Board of Supervisors. Also the general health of the 
county, character of disease and fatality during the twelve 
months previously to the report. 


Вог 9. The failure of any County -Health Officer to ob- 
serve the foregoing rules and regulations, or to make annual 
reports to the State Board of Health promptly during the 
time designated in Rule No. 8, will be considered sufficient: 


cause for his prompt removal from office by the State Board 
of Health.
